ARTICLE  L 

NAME. 

Se<:.  1. — This  Lodgs  shall  bo  known  by  the  name  and 
title  of  Orono  Lodge.  No,  101,  A.  O.  U.  \\\,  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  42.—  The  regular  meetings  of  this  Lodge  shall  be 
convened  on  the  First  and  Third  Tuesday  evenings  of 
each  mouth. 

Sec.  o, — The  hour  of  meeting  shall  be  7. 30  o'clock 
from  1st  October  to  1st  April,  and  8  o'clock  1st  April  to 
1st  October. 

Sec,  4. — Five  members  including  the  Master  Work- 
man, Foreman,  or  any  Past  Master  Workman,  being  a 
member  of  this  Lodge  shaM  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Lodge, 

Sec.  5. — The  Master  Workman  may,  when  in  bis 
judgment,  the  same  shall  -be  deemed  necessary,  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  and  shall  do  so  upon  tho 
death  of  any  member  of  the  Lodge,  giving  no  tie.1  b , 
mail  or  otherwise  of  the  object  of  the  meeting  and;  no 
other  business  shall  be  transacted  other  than  hat  suit- 
ed in  the  notice  calling  such  meeting.

Sec.  5. — All  app1  "cants  rejec^d  by  the  Local  or  Pro- 
Vine'?1  M  rcal  Ex^nrner,  or  by  bal'ot  for  J.  W.  De- 
gree. sh?H  be  entitled  to  the  retn  .ii  of  a  i  money  paid 
•n  by  them  less  the  Expoi'ping  Pbysicfa n  s> fees. 

Sec.  6. — Any  applicant  facing  to  present  himself  for 
J.  W.  De^:ee,  four  stated  meetings,  after  having  b^.en 
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duly  uotifred  by  the  Recorder  to  attend,  shall  forfeit  a*1 
motiey  paid  in  by  him.  and  w;,l  require  to  be  re-exam- 
med  when  making  fresh  application  for  membership, 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUES

ARTI  LE  IV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

gECt  ]— When  au  assessment  is  required  for  the  Bene- 
ficiary Fund  the  Financier  shall  notify  all  members  in 
good  standing  without  delay,  and  ;f  such  assessment  is 
not  i*aid  ou  or  before  ihe  28th  of  the  si»me  month,  the 
member  stands  suspended  from  all  benefits  of  the  bene- 
ficiary fnud. 

C  *RD  OF  ADMISSION. 

Sec.  2.  —  Applicants  for  admission  to  this  Lodge  by 
Card  shall  p&y  a  fee  of  50c. 

WITHDRAWAL. 

Sec.  3.  -  The  fee  for  a  withdrawal  Card  shall  be  50c. 
which  shall  only  be  granted  after  payment  of  all  ar- 
rears of  dues  and  assessments. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OFFICERS. 

-Sec.  1.— The  Officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  .such 
as  are  prescribed  in  article  VI.  Sub.  L.  Constitution, 
together  witli  a  Physician  who  shall  be  medical  Exami- 
ner of  this  Lodge,  and  who  shall  be  elected  annually  at 
the  last  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  December,  but 
in  other  respects  as  provided  in  said  section.  The 
qualifications  of  a  medical  Examiner  shall  be  such  as 
aws  prescribed  in  section  4,  article  V.,  G.  L,  Con., 
(1*8.7). 

OFFICERS'S  DUTIES. 

Sec.  2. — The  duties  of  Officers  shall  bo  such  as  arc 
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prescribed  in  article  X.  ?ub.  L.  Constitution, 

Sec.  H,— The  Recorder,  Financier,  or  other  officers 
si. all  receive  such  compensation  a  a  may  be  designated 
by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge  on  the  night  of  election  which 
shall  be  paid  quarterly. 

Stoc.  4. — The  Receiver,  Financier  and  Trustees,  shall 
at  the  option  of  the  Lodge  immediately  after  their 
election  furnish  bonds  and  securities,  which  must  in 
amount  and  responsibility  t>o  approved  and  sanctioned 
by  this  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

APPaoPKIATlON   OF,  MONEY. 

Sec.  i. — No  part  of  General  Fund  paid  by  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Lodge  shall  bo  paid,  or  voted  away  for  benev- 
olent or  charitable  pnrpo  es,  except  by  a  two-thirds 
■vote  of  members  present. 

Sec*  2. — Any  member  being  sick,  and  in  opinion  of 
the  Lodge,  unable  to  pay  his  assessment  or  dues,  said 
assessment  or  dno3  raray  be  paid  oat  of  the  Lodge  Funds 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  tlie  members  present  at  any 
stated  meeting,  of  the  Lodge, 

AiiriCLE  VII. 

FUtfERAIvS, 

S  kc#  1  -In  case  of  the  decease  of  a  Brother  of  this  Lodge 
in  good  standing,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  necessary  arrangements?  to  attend  the  fu- 
neral. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  1. — Alterations  or  amendments  may  be  made  to 
these  by-laws,  provide,!  the  same  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Lodge  in  writing,  signed  by  two  members  in 
good  standing,  and  read  at  two  stated  meetings  before 
being  voted  upon,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the

OPENING  OF  THE  LODCxK. 

No.  1,— Tj)  j  Lodge  shall  bo  opened  at  the  time  pre-: 
sciibed*in,:the  Ky-Laws,  pptvided  a  quorum  be  present., 

No.  2.— The  rol-  of  officers  shall  bo  culled,  and  the 
minutes  read  at  the  opening  of  each  meeting.

No.  B. —  The  blaster  Workman  shall  preserve  Older,

ORDER  IN  DEBATE. 

No.  4. — Kvery  officer  and  member  when  spoken  of  in 
debate,  or  otherwise  in  open  Lodge,  shall  be  designated 
by  his  proper  title  and  rank,  according  to  his  standing 
in  the  Order  and  Lodge. 

No.  5. — -Any  member  desiring  to  offer  a  motion,  or 
speak  on  a  question,  shall  first  arise  and  address  the  M. 
W.  in  the  usual  manner  ;  it'  recognized,  In  may  proceed, 
confining  himself  to  the  question  before  the  Lodge,  and 
avoiding  all  personalities.       .  . 

No.  0. — When  two  or  more  members  arise  to  speak 
at  the  same  time,  the  M.  W.  shall  no  me  the  member 
who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

>T  7.— When  a  member  is  called  to  order  while 
speaking,  he  shall  take  his  seat  until  the  question  of 
order  i  decided.  If  the  decision  is  in  his  favor,  he  may 
again  proceed. 

SUBSIDIARY  MOTIONS. 

No.  P.— When  a  question  is  before  the  Lodge  no  mM ' 
tiou  shall  be  in  order,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  ( 
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previous  question,  to  iK)stpoue  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
definitely,  to  commit,  to  recommit,  to  divide,  and  to 
amend  wliich  motions  si i all  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  arranged,  and  none  hut  the  motion  to 
amei.d  shall  he  debatable. 

No.  9. —  file  previous  question  shall  preclude  all 
amendments  and  dehate,  and  may  he  called  for  by 
throe  members,  and  shall  he  put  in  this  folm  : — "Shall 
the  main  question  now  he  put  ?'  It*  decided  in  the 
affirmative,  the  vote  shall  he  taken  on  the  amendments 
in  the  order  offered,  and  then  on  tho  main  question. 

No.  10.  — A  member  shall  not  speak  more  than  once 
to  the  same  question  except  the  mover  of  the  resolu- 
tion, or  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  to  which  the 
matter  was  referred,  who  shall  he  permitted  to  close 
the  discussion.  I»ut  uot  until  every  member  wishing 
to  speak  has  spoken, 

No.  11.— No  motion  vshall  be  entertained  nutil  it  is 
seconded,  nor  shall  it  be  fti  order  for  a  member  to  rise 
either  to  debate  or  amend  a  motion  until  it  has  been 
stated  by  the  M.  VY.,  and  a  motion  may  be  red  tic  d  to 
writing  at  the  request  of  any  member.  But  the  M.  W. 
or  any  member,  before  a  motion  is  stated  may  suggest 
to  the  mover  a  change  of  phraseology  more  expressive 
of  the  intent  of  the  motion. 

YFAS  AND  NAYS. 

No  12. — ^he  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  recorded  ou 
any  question  when  called  for  by  three  members. 

No*  13. — After  the  M.  W.  has  stated  the  question 
he  shall  call  for  remarks,  and  if  none  are  made  he  shall 
ask  :  "  Is  the  Lodge  ready  for  the  question  ?u  And  if 
no  member  rise  to  speak  he  shall  rise  and  put  the  ques- 
tion ;  and  after  he  has  risen  no  member  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  speak  or  otherwise  interrupt  him. 

INDEFINITE  POSTPONEMENT. 

No.  14.— When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely 
it  is  disposed  of  for  tihe  remainder  of  the  term.

No.  15. — n  hen  a  motion  is  laid  on  t'-.c  tabic  it  shall 
be  there  for  the  evening 

PK-C<  >NSID  ER  ATION. 

No.  16. — A  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  by 
a  niember  who  voted  i  i  the  majority,  when  the  question 
was  decider  *  and  it  siia11  not  be  en  ten  rained  at  all  after 
t'.ie  lapse  of  two     ».t?;i  meetings. 

RESOLUTIONS    AND  PAPERS. 

No.  17. — 51!  resolutions  and  doer  men  ts,  when  first 
submitted  for  ^he  do;  sideration  of  *he  Lodge,  may  be 
referred  to  an  approprjat  i  coin  c;ttee.

FILLING  BLANKS. 

No.  20. — When  a  blank  is  to  be  fed,  the  question 
shall  first  be  put  upon  tfto  largest;  sum  or  number, 
and  the  longest  time  proposed;  and  then  upon  the 
smallest  sum  aud  shortest  time,  and  so  on  i  it1'!  pH  the 
times  and  sums  or  numbers  are  disposed  off, 

ADJOURNMENT. 

No.  21. — A  motion  tj  adjourn  cannot  be  enter  to  :ned 
as  the  Lodge  must  always  be  closed  in  due  form. 

CLOSING. 

No.  22. — A  motion  to  close  sha11  not  be  in  order  until 
the  reg;'.'ar  ord^r  of  business  has  been  concluded. 

LIMITING  DEBATE. 

No.  28— All  debates  sh?"  close  at  10  o'clock,  p.m. 

PARLIAMENTARY  USAGE. 

No.  21. — This  Lodge  sha11  bo  governed  in  debate  and 
on  quest; oas  of  ord^r  by  ik  RoborVs  Manual'1  in  so  far 
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as  it  is  consistent  with  the  laws  and  works  of  the  order, 
or  when  nonebf  those  rules  of  order  may  apply  to  the 
case  in  point. 

SUSPENSION  OF  RULES. 

No.  25. — Any  of  these  rules  of  order  may  he  suspended 
for  the  time  being  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present.      ^  . 

AMENDMENT  TO  RULES  OF  ORDER. 

No.  k2fi. — Any  of  the  rules  of  order  may  he  amended  by 
two  thirds  vote  of  the  Members  present,  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  submitted  in  writing  to 
the  Lodge,  and  read  at  two  stated  meetings  previous 
to  its  adoption.
